Portheawl woman in a race 
against time for cancer drug 


A PORTHCAWL 
woman is fighting 
to be given an anti¬ 
cancer drug that is 
available in 

England - but not 
in Wales. 

Beth Margetson, 49, 
who lives in Nottage, 
has been having exten¬ 
sive treatment since last 
September, when she 
was diagnosed with 
breast cancer. 

Since then, she has 
had three operations and 
chemotherapy but, 
despite this, the disease 
has spread to her bone 
marrow and kidneys. 

Now, her consultant 
at Velindre Hospital has 
recommended the drug 
Afinitor, a treatment 
which can slow the 
progress of the cancer, 
and make a big differ¬ 
ence to her quality of 
life. 

However, a course of 
the drug was refused by 


the Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg University 
health board. 

Afinitor is not recom¬ 
mended by the National 
Institute of Clinical 
Excellence (NICE) and 
the cost, £68,000, is a 
factor in this. 

However, as a former 
midwife in the NHS, 
Beth is only too aware of 
where the money goes, 
and she is determined to 
spark a debate on how 
money is allocated - not 
so much for herself, but 
on behalf of people who 
use the NHS in Wales in 
the future. 

She told The GEM 
that a course of the drug 
works out at the cost of 
four hip replacements, 
but she feels the main 
flaw in the NHS in 
Wales is the issue of free 
prescriptions. 

She said that this 
costs money in two 
ways, and that anyone 
who worked in the NHS

was aware of it. 

She said: “Eree pre¬ 
scriptions leads to mas¬ 
sive over-prescribing 
and waste. People get 
things like paracetemol 
on prescription, for 
instance, when they are 
less than 50p in a super¬ 
market. 

“One estimate is that 
over-prescribing costs 
£20 million a year.” 

Before the introduc¬ 
tion of free prescrip¬ 
tions, people who could 
afford to pay, either paid 
when the need arose, or 
paid an annual fee of 
around £100. A number 


of groups were exempt 
and received free pre¬ 
scriptions. 

However, Beth esti¬ 
mates that the cost of 
this policy is £32 million 
a year, and she argues 
that the savings that 
could be made would 
transform treatment in 
the NHS in Wales. 

She said: “Eree pre¬ 
scriptions was only ever 
a vote-grabbing exer¬ 
cise.” 

Since Beth went pub¬ 
lic about her condition, 
she has been in the cen¬ 
tre of a publicity whirl¬ 
wind. 

It started on last 
Eriday’s Jason 

Mohammad programme 
on Radio Wales. 

Her plight sparked an 


unprecedented rush of 
texts and e-mails from 
listeners, and a sched¬ 
uled 20-minute slot was 
extended to almost 45. 

Beth said: “An item 
featuring Nick Clegg 
was lined up, but that 
never ran because of the 
response to my story.” 

Later in the day, there 
was an interview with a 
national Sunday paper, 
and earlier this week 
ITV Wales visited Beth 
for a programme that 
should air soon. 

On Saturday, she saw 
Eirst Minister Carwyn 
Jones at his surgery in 
Bridgend, and she was 
encouraged by his 
response.

OUTRAGE IN PORTHCAWL 
AS FIRE STATION CLOSURE 
PLAN FORGES AHEAD 


LAST Monday (September 23) 
the Fire Authority met to vote 
on proposals concerning 
Portheawl and Kenfig Hill in 
the South Wales Fire and 
Rescue Fire Cover Review. 

In a vote that sparked outrage on 
social media in Portheawl, the author¬ 
ity decided to press ahead with the clo¬ 
sure of the fire stations. 

Its decision was unanimous. 

In a statement, the authority said 
that only a tiny percentage of people in 
the area had responded to the consulta¬ 
tion - and it appeared to give little 
weight to a 13,600-strong petition. 

A Eire Authority spokesperson said: 


“The proposal for the Bridgend UA is 
to build a new Eire and Rescue station 
in South Comelly, replacing the sta¬ 
tions currently located in Kenfig Hill 
and Portheawl. 

“The population of Bridgend is esti¬ 
mated to be approximately 139,740. 
We received 333 responses (0.23 per 
cent of the population). The total 
number of completed surveys at the 
deadline of September 6, 2013 was 
325. In addition, a petition against the 
proposal was also received, with in 
excess of 13,600 names.” 

The Eire Authority said that of the 
325 completed response forms, 55 per 
cent had agreed with the proposal, and 
only 45 per cent had disagreed.

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Local woman opens 
a British ‘chippie’ 
on the Cote d’Azur! 


A BRIDGEND 
woman who, only a 
few years ago, was 
running a smart 
gift shop in 
Cowbridge, has 
made a remarkable 
career move - by 
opening a tradi¬ 
tional British fish 
and chip shop in 
Cannes! 

To be fair, Isabella 
Mohnsame-Wigmore 
has always loved travel¬ 
ling - a legacy of grow¬ 
ing up in Peny-y-Fai, 
but going to school in 
Switzerland. 

Her mother ran the 
Penybont Glass 
Company, and it was 
her wish that her daugh¬ 
ter should be schooled 
on the Continent - com¬ 
ing back to the 
Bridgend area during 
the school holidays. 

Apart from gaining a 
Swiss education, 

Isabella also - as the 
hyphenated surname 
indicates - gained a 
Swiss husband. She 
settled there, only 
returning to Bridgend in 
2005, after her mother 
died. 

When she returned, 
she opened a shop, Le 
Torchon a Carreaux, in 
Cowbridge, and all 
seemed settled, until she 
read on the internet 
some remarks by a 
Cannes-based Brit - 
saying that he really 
missed good old British 
fish and chips. 

That inspired the 56- 
year-old to act - and she 
doesn’t do things half¬ 
heartedly! She enrolled 
on a course run by the 
National Federation of 
Fish Friers (NFFF) and 
sailed through. 

Then, it was a case of 
moving full time to her 
flat in Cannes, and set¬ 
ting to work fitting out 
premises. 

She opened recently, 
and this is what Nick 
Kent of the Riviera 
Reporter had to say 
about the new Cannes 
culinary offering. 

Across the way from 
Fonville Market fish 
stalls in Cannes, a chat¬ 
ty Welshwoman is serv¬ 
ing a dish that has 
slipped through the fin¬ 
gers of French chefs for

generations - proper 
fish and chips. 

Being the determined 
and hard-working lady 
that she is, she passed 
out of the NFFF with 
colours flying. Then, as 
the day approached for 
the opening of ‘Le Fish 
and Chips ’ a crisis of 
confidence struck. 

“I brought my NFFF 
tutor to Cannes to make 
sure that I was doing 
everything just right, ” 
recalls Isabella. 

“After the opening, 
things seemed to be 
going well but, when 
‘my consultant’ said he 
was heading off because 
I was doing everything 
correctly, I got the jit¬ 
ters and pleaded with 
him to stay a bit longer. 
But he was adamant 
that I had made the 
grade. ” 

Isabella's self-belief 
has grown, along with 
plaudits from her 
English and French cus¬ 
tomers, but why does 
her fish fly? 

“The most important 
thing I’ve found is using 
the right kind of cod. 
Mine comes from the 
North Atlantic, the 
French down here use 
cod from Portugal. 

There is a big difference 
between the taste and 
texture of the cod from 
cold waters and those 
from warmer areas. 

“Another plus is that 
I use a proper range 
with the traditional 
large ‘bath’of oil; I 
know it sounds funny to 
say it, but it seems that 
the fish come out better 
when they have some 
room to swim around. 

The French friteuse 
doesn’t seem to do the 
same job at all. I use 
only rice bran oil from 
Thailand, which has no 
cholesterol. ’’ 

Customers can take 
away Isabella’s fish & 
chips or eat them at the 
table, which of course 
the French prefer. Either 
way there’s nothing 
fishy about the friendly 
welcome and the modest 
price (7.50 euros for the 
plate offish and chips). 

The GEM had one 


other question, because 
eating chips in France 
usually means ‘frites’ - 
lightweight scraps not 
much difference from 
McDonald’s . 

Well, as you can see 
in the picture, right, 
Isabella is giving the 
French the full English 
experience - chip-wise. 

So, how are they tak¬ 
ing to it? 

Isabella said: “I use a 
steakhouse chip which 
they don’t all like, but I 
will not go down the 
road of their ‘frites’ as I 
want to give them the 
British feel. 

“We do, however, fry 
the chips longer, to give 
them a crispier taste.” 

With another cold, 
wet, British winter 
approaching, you can’t 
help feeling that 
Isabella is in the right 
plaice!

ISCWO Cooper said they did not see 
much, due to cloud, but flying between 
the cloud layers was different - as you 
could see ahead but not above or 
below.

The Hawk is the first jet aircraft that 
all RAF fast jet pilots learn to fly on, 
before going on to the likes of the 
Tornado and Typhoon.

‘DON’T CHANGE 
GENEROUS 
SCHOOL BUS 
PROVISION’ 


A REGIONAL Conservative 
AM is urging Bridgend 
County Borough Council to 
ensure that the safety of chil¬ 
dren is paramount, before 
they “take an axe to school 
buses”. 

Suzy Davies pointed out: “BCBC 
is to consult on options to cut 
school bus provision. At the 
moment, the council has a generous 
system under which buses are pro¬ 
vided to primary children who live 
more than l.Smiles from their 
school and to secondary school 
pupils who live more than two 
miles away. 

“The statutory limits are two 
miles and three miles respectively. 
Changing to the statutory limits 
would see more than 1,100 children 
lose their buses and would save the 
council about £660,000. If buses are 
cut back to church schools, further 
savings of more than half a million 
pounds would be made with anoth-

er 700 children affected.” 

She went on: “While I would like 
to commend Bridgend County 
Borough Council for its generous 
school transport policy to date, I 
feel that they must exercise a lot of 
caution when they consider if and 
how they should change that. 

“While I understand that there 
are pressures on their budget, the 
safety of children must be para¬ 
mount. School buses must not be 
removed from children if there is 
no safe route that they can use to 
get to school. 

“I am incensed that in other 
parts of south Wales, councils have 
identified safe walking and cycling 
routes for children which, on closer 
inspection, have been found to be 
anything but. 

“It is wrong that Welsh councils 
are able to use English guidelines 
based on legal decisions taken 60 
years ago when they are assessing 
children’s safety. 

“As a result of representations 
that I have made to the Welsh 
Government, I am very pleased 
that Edwina Hart is reviewing the 
current guidelines on what consti¬ 
tutes a safe route to school. 

“These are now likely to change 
before Bridgend brings in its new 
policy in September 2015, so the 
council should be mindful of this 
when looking into the walking 
routes for pupils.”

Community Council, is 
being built as a tribute 
to all those men who 
worked and died in the 
collieries of the area 
who, with their fami¬ 
lies, were the founda¬ 
tion of Kenfig Hill as 
we know it today. 

The memorial is an 
authentic coal dram, 
which was rescued from 
the Llynfi Valley and 
painstakingly restored 
by Mr David Brace 
QBE. 

Although the design¬ 
er acknowledges that 
drams were tipped side¬ 
ways, this dram is 
upturned, symbolically 
tipping out coal, thus 
giving him artistic 
licence to display the 68 
plaques representing 
scenes from the coal 
era. 

The images for this 
project were created by 
young artists from 
2012/13 year-6 pupils 


of Pyle Junior and 
Mynydd Cynffig Junior 
Schools. 

When finished, the 
main area will be large¬ 
ly grassed and an 
enclosed area for moth¬ 
ers and toddlers with 
seating, trees, shrubs 
and small play equip¬ 
ment. Pyle Community 
Council is indebted to 
the Awards for all Wales 
Lottery Fund, Marks & 
Spencer’s Community 
Fund and BCBC for 
their grants, without 
which this project 
would not have been 
possible. 

It also wishes to

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Open and honest discussion 
is needed, after failure to get 
regeneration funds for Barry 


T WO weeks ago we heard the dev¬ 
astating news that the Welsh 
Government had rejected a £15m 
regeneration bid for Barry by the Vale of 
Glamorgan Council. 

So much hope was pinned on this funding and it 
is therefore only right that we analyse what went 
wrong and hold those responsible for its failure. 

Readers may recall that the Welsh Government 
profited by close to £50m from the sale of land on 
Barry’s Waterfront. Pride in Barry, a group of for¬ 
ward-thinking local people launched a campaign to 
gain regeneration funding to help redevelop the 
town. 

Locals felt that money had been taken away 
from Barry and that we had the right to expect a 
share of the profit. Without gaining an element of 
the proceeds of the sale of the land, the Welsh 
Government would have acted in no better way 
than asset strippers. 

After a long fight, £9million was made available 


over three years to help redevelop the town. Full 
credit should be given to Pride in Barry for win¬ 
ning this argument. 

The Barry Regeneration Board was established 
to develop and co-ordinate regeneration projects 
across the town. The board was made up of pri¬ 
vate sector members and Vale Council representa¬ 
tives. 

They gave up their time and had a real impact 
with the limited renounces available. The spending 
period ends this coming March. 

This brings us to the recent application for £15m 
to start next year. Essentially the bid was rejected 
and we need to find out why. 

We have now come to the point where there 
needs to be an open and honest discussion. The 
Vale councillors concerned need to admit their 
mistakes and the Welsh Government should state 
plainly and clearly why it rejected the Vale’s bid. 

This should be done on a non-party basis and I 
hope that Pride in Barry could play a key part in 
such a meeting. 


Sadly, Wales’ largest town is left without any 
regeneration plans. Over the last 18 months, the 
Collins’ report that offering sustainable wealth cre¬ 
ating opportunities for Barry has been shelved and 
the Vale’s regeneration bid has been rejected. 

These come on top of our poor funding settlement, 
which leaves us as one of Wales worst funded 
areas. 

As it stands, we run the risk of not gaining a 
tangible regeneration project for five years or 
more. 

This is unacceptable and those responsible need 
to be held to account. Regeneration Board mem¬ 
bers might well ask what is their role without any 
money to spend.

CARDIFF CROWN COURT REPORT by AJ SICLUNA 



Former Rotary man who 
started growing cannabis 


CANNABIS plants 
with a potential 
yield worth up to 
£11,500 were found 
when the police 
searched a proper¬ 
ty in Penarth. 

At Cardiff Crown 
Court, Robert Stephens 
(49), a builder, of 
Lavernock Road, 
Penarth, was jailed for 
16 months, the sentence 
suspended for two years, 
and was ordered to carry 
out 180 hours unpaid 
work. 

Stephens, a former 
vice-president of the 
local Rotary Club, had 
admitted producing 
cannabis over a 10- 
month period. 

Recorder Christopher 
Clee QC told him: “I 
believe you foolishly got 
involved in this enter¬ 
prise.” 

Prosecutor David 
Pugh said that on 
October 27, police 
searched a property in 
Bute Lane, Penarth, 
owned but not occupied 
by Stephens. 

In a small room, they 
found several cannabis 
plants growing and 
upstairs there were more 
plants. 

The potential value 
varied between £3,850 
and £11,550. 

Police found plant 
feed, scales, self-sealing 
bags and rubber gloves. 

The home of Stephens 
was also searched, and 
the police found 
cannabis worth £100. 

Mr Pugh said the 


number of plants far 
exceeded what would 
have been required for 
personal consumption. 

Some of the plants, 
added Mr Pugh, were 
not in good condition. 

“He was not a very 
proficient gardener,” he 
said. 

Stephens later 

explained that he had 
invested £800 in the 
equipment, but lacked 
aptitude to grow the 
plants correctly. 

Stephens, who repre¬ 
sented himself, said he 
currently had five coun¬ 
ty court actions against 
him. He was said to have 


convictions for offences 
including burglary and 
dishonest handling. 

He told the court “I 
can only apologise. 
There was no commer¬ 
cial activity”. 

He said he suffered 
from a number of ill¬ 
nesses, and had been 
unable to afford counsel. 

During a bout of 
depression, he contin¬ 
ued, he became addicted 
to cannabis but no 
longer took the drug. 

“I was aware of my 
idiocy and I buried my 
head in the sand.” 

He pointed out that he 
had immediately admit¬ 


ted his guilt. 

Two years ago, he 
said, he became ill and 
suffered a financial loss 
of £150,000. 

He also said he had 
been involved with sev¬ 
eral charities, a school 
parent teacher associa¬ 
tion and Cubs and 
Scouts. 

Stephens said his 
wife, too, had several 
chronic illnesses and he 
constantly assisted her. 

“The last two years 
have been the worst of 
my life, but I’m getting 
back on my feet, finan¬ 
cially and with my 
health,” he said. 


Man with 152 convictions 
is now back behind bars 


A man who has previous con¬ 
victions for 152 offences is 
back behind bars. 

At Cardiff Crown Court, Leon 
Parsons (40), a father of three, of 
Hanover Court, Barry, was jailed for 
six months. 

He admitted charges of attempting 
to burgle a house in Plymouth Road, 
Barry, burgling a garage at the same 
address, and stealing a mobile phone. 

He had been convicted of those 
offences by Vale magistrates and 
committed to the Crown Court for 
sentence. 

He also admitted three offences 
involving attempted burglary and bur¬ 
glary with intent. 

Prosecutor Jason Howells said taxi 
driver Stephen Rees picked up four 
men, including the defendant, in 
Barry. At their destination, there was 
a dispute over the fare and when Mr 
Rees drove away, he discovered that 


his £400 mobile phone had been 
stolen. 

Mr Howells said that Parsons also 
broke into a garage and stole a moun¬ 
tain bike. 

He also attempted to burgle a 
house. He didn’t succeed, but forced 
open a window. 

When arrested, he admitted steal¬ 
ing the telephone, which he said he 
sold to another taxi driver. 

He was said to have convictions 
for 152 offences, 60 for theft, and 12 
for burglary, plus others for causing 
damage and making a false represen¬ 
tation. 

His counsel, David Martin, said: 
“Prison is obviously inevitable and to 
his credit he admitted everything. 

“He’s not without certain qualities, 
but he has problems because of drugs. 
He cannot remember committing 
many of the offences in the past.” 

He was ordered to pay a victim 
surcharge of £80.

RNLI VOLUNTEERS ARE KEPT 
BUSY DURING WARM SUMMER 


RNLI volunteers - both 
lifeboat crew and life¬ 
guards - have had a very 
busy summer. 

Provisional figures released by 
the RNLI show that lifeboat 
launches across Wales between 
June and August rocketed by 43 
per cent compared with summer 
2012. 

The statistics reveal RNLI 
lifeboats and lifeguards across 
Wales have been exceptionally 
busy, with lifeguards responding 
to 946 incidents and lifeboats 
launching 726 times. 

Of the 31 lifeboat stations in 
Wales, 24 reported an increase in 
emergency calls, with some 
experiencing dramatic rises. 


The two busiest stations were 
Rhyl and Tenby. RNLI lifeguards 
in south and west Wales also had 
a challenging summer and car¬ 
ried out some dramatic rescues. 
Incidents included the rescue of a 
young child trapped in a cove 
underneath a cliff face in Tenby, 
who was saved by Irene Li, a 
volunteer lifeguard from Atlantic 
College. 

Irene was out on a training 
swim in Tenby when she noticed 
the child in trouble. 

As she was training, and not 
carrying a rescue aid, she swam 
unaided to the cove and pulled 
the child to safety. 

Stuart Thompson, RNLI life¬ 
guard manager for south Wales, 


said: ‘This rescue showcases the 
resourcefulness and commitment 
that our RNLI lifeguard team has 
shown across the board this year. 

“Not all problems can be 
anticipated and our lifeguards 
have to be prepared to respond at 
a moment’s notice 

‘The good weather that we 
have seen this summer has 
brought a huge number of visi¬ 
tors to our beaches in Wales, and 
the lifeguards have certainly had 
their hands full with a wide 
range of incidents. 

“A lot of the work that we do 
is based around prevention, help¬ 
ing beach users to stay in the 
safest areas of the beach and out 
of danger.”

BCBC backs 
adoption 
service plans 


PLANS for a 
National Adoption 
Service for Wales 
have been backed 
by Bridgend 
County Borough 
Council (BCBC). 

A spokesman said: 
“The intention is to 
make the adoption 
process more consistent 
across Wales, build on 
best practice that local 
authorities currently 
have in place, reduce 
bureaucracy and address 
any weaknesses that 
have been identified in 
the current provision.” 

A National Adoption 
Service would be made 
up of five regional col¬ 
laborations which are 
currently being devel¬ 
oped - partnerships in 
north and south east 
Wales are already up 
and running. 

BCBC will be joined 
by its neighbours Neath 
Port Talbot Council and 
Swansea Council to 
form a ‘Western Bay’ 
collaboration.

W HEN I 

worked in 
child pro¬ 
tection in the old 
Mid Glamorgan 
Social Service, we 
used to talk to par¬ 
ents about the need 
to tell their children 
not just about 
‘stranger danger’ 
when it came to 
child abuse. 


We were very aware 
of the risk of sexual 
abuse from friends and 
relatives needing to be 
taught to children. 

I don’t think any of us 
ever imagined the hor¬ 
rors of adults using 
blackmail to force chil¬ 
dren to perform sexual 
acts over the internet or 
their being blackmailed 
by threats to send 
obscene images of them 
to their family and 


friends. It has been hor¬ 
rific to read of the fear, 
degradation and shame 
felt by the children who 
have been lured into acts 
by people posing as 
other children on the 
internet. 

As parents and grand¬ 
parents, we have to take 
responsibility for pro¬ 
tecting children from 
this new method of 
abusing our children. 
This has always been a 


subject parents have 
found difficult to 
approach. 

Parents have sought to 
preserve innocence for 
as long as possible, but 
with children as young 
as two playing with 
ipads and internet 
games, this new respon¬ 
sibility becomes ever 
pressing. 

As an Internet Watch 
Foundation Champion, I 
have a role in alerting 
parents, grandparents 
and children of the risks 
they face on the internet. 

The Child 

Exploitation and Online 
Protection Centre (Ceop) 
has revealed that groom¬ 
ing for online abuse 
often starts with perpe¬ 
trators researching the 
victim’s location, school 
and other details, often 
obtained from informa¬ 
tion on a social network¬ 
ing site. 

The abuser uses the 
information to present a 
convincing picture of 
themselves as a local 
young adolescent. 

Most social network¬ 
ing sites are open to 


youngsters over 16, but 
children as young as 
eight have been victims. 

It is time to sit down 
and talk in a new way 
with our children about 
how to protect them¬ 
selves on line and the 
risks of putting too much 
information into the pub¬ 
lic domain on social net¬ 
working sites. 

I spent time recently 
with the Metropolitan 
Police crimes unit in 
London. I came away 
shocked at the ease with 
which criminals were 
abusing our trust on the 
internet to earn millions 
from scams and false 
websites. 

I am not the world’s 
most technically 
advanced computer-user, 
so learning about bot¬ 
nets, DDos, and phishing 
has left me even more 
nervous of buying on the 
internet and opening 
hyperlinks in unknown 
emails. 

I will start by looking 
at Phishing, which 
involves sending bogus 
spam emails, which 
often look like legitimate 


organisations, that seek 
to encourage an individ¬ 
ual to visit a fake site 
where the victim is 
encouraged to provide 
personal and/or financial 
information. 

After the information 
has been entered the site 
appears to collapse, only 
to be replaced by the 
real site and the victim 
does not realise they 
have been duped into 
revealing confidential 
information. 

Bizarrely, as I was 
writing this article, I 
decided to check my 
hotmail account and 
there was a message 
from the Co-operative 
Bank telling me to 
install a new security 
module immediately. 

The person who sent 
this phishing email had 
poor command of 
English, so it was easy 
to spot. 

It was easier to spot 
the attempted fraud than 
to find the right person 
in the Co-op fraud 
department to forward 
the email to. 

I was asked to for¬ 
ward the email to 
ihaveseenascam @ co- 
operativebank.co.uk and 
did so, a little worried 
about botnets. 

A botnet can sit on a 
number of computers 
while unknown to the 
owners and is activated 
at a later date to forward 


spam, viruses, or as part 
of DDoS attacks. 

DDoS are Distributed 
Denial of Service 
attacks. Often they are 
the reason why a gov¬ 
ernment website, a bank, 
internet sales site or your 
mobile phone website is 
offline. 

The websites crash, 
with a huge volume of 
people trying to contact 
it at the same time. This 
can be organised through 
the use of botnets, espe¬ 
cially if arranged by 
criminal gangs seeking 
to extort money from a 
company before restor¬ 
ing service. 

A major bank in the 
Netherlands had such an 
attack some months ago 
and all of its banking 
services collapsed. 

The bank went public 
to explain what had hap¬ 
pened, but many compa¬ 
nies hide the attack 
under a ‘computer has 
crashed’ story and pay 
up, for fear of undermin¬ 
ing public confidence. 

My interest in all of 
this stems from the fear 
of a cyber attack that 
could remove critical 
national infrastructure, 
such as electricity, gas, 
water and telephone sys¬ 
tems, as part of an attack 
on the UK. 

It is not just concern 
about sexual predators 
and abusers and crimi¬ 
nals - we all have to 


learn to protect ourselves 
on the internet. Cyber 
attacks have already 
been used as acts of war 
against at least two 
countries to close down 
national infrastructure. 

Computers and the 
internet have become a 
central part of our lives 
so very quickly. We have 
passed though an age of 
innocence where the 
web was seen as a free 
and open space. 

Sadly, we must all 
now recognise that its 
open spaces can hide 
dangers - we all need to 
recognise and learn the 
skills to protect our¬ 
selves. 

If you have a phishing 
email like me, go to 
http.VAvww. actionfraud.p 
olice. uk/reportj^raud 
and follow the questions 
to see how you can 
report the attempt to 
defraud you. 

Internet crime is esti¬ 
mated to cost the UK 
more than £27 billion 
each year. It is no joke. 

If your children are 
worried by posts on 
social network sites, find 
the report button, usual¬ 
ly in the top right hand 
side of the page and 
report it and have the 
person blocked from fur¬ 
ther communications. 

Don’t ignore internet 
crime. Report it! 


FIREFIGHTERS SAY 
STRIKE ACTION 
‘WELL SUPPORTED’ 


AS The GEM was going to 
press yesterday (Wednesday) 
firefighters across south Wales 
were taking part in industrial 
action over their pension 
arrangements. 

Mark Watt of the Eirefighters’ union 
told The GEM there had been strong 
support from members for the four - 
hour strike from 12 noon to 4pm. 

He said: “The action has had 100 
per cent support throughout south 
Wales. We hope this will put pressure 
on the Welsh Government.” 

Before action got under way. South 
Wales Eire and Rescue Service said it 
had made preparations, including six 
fire engines, crewed by military 
Eirefighters, with full firefighting 
capability, strategically placed at oper¬ 
ational bases across the South Wales 
Eire and Rescue Service (SWERS) 


area - one at Abertillery, Newport, 
Bridgend, Pontypridd and two in the 
Cardiff area. 

Assistant chief fire officer. Rod 
Hammerton, said: “In addition to these 
military fires crews, there will be a 
small amount of resources provided 
from Mid and West Eire and Rescue 
Service and one auxiliary fire crew 
from SWERS. 

“Auxiliary Eirefighters will form a 
reserve force that are trained by 
SWERS training department in basic 
fire and rescue skills, and are able to 
support professional crews or deal with 
the less critical hazardous incidents.” 

He added:“We will continue to 
deliver against our statutory obliga¬ 
tions to the best of our ability with the 
very limited resources that are at our 
disposal, and will prioritise deploy¬ 
ment of the available resources with a 
focus on the protection of life.”

There is no mention 
of how much the coun¬ 
cil may get from selling 
the land. 


The strange third 
option was to do noth¬ 
ing which was described 
as “not an option”. 
However, it does seem 
as though that has been 
the approach for much 
of the past years. 

This is a nice com¬ 
munity of one-bedroom 
and bedsit properties in 
an attractive setting. 

If it was to be rede¬ 
veloped, I suspect the 
location will end up as 
the usual high-density, 
bland-looking blocks of 
flats. 

More importantly, it 
will cause severe dis¬ 
ruption for the elderly 
residents. 

There is insufficient 
evidence available to 
form a view on the best 
way forward - but it 
does seem as though the 
residents and neigh¬ 
bours are not being con¬ 
sulted with balanced 
information.

Merry Maidens and 
Dawn’s Men - the 

mystery set in stone! 


TINKINSWOOD is 
a short distance 
from St Nicholas in 
the Vale of 
Glamorgan, and 
was once an ancient 
village - some 6,000 
years ago. 

All that remains now 
of a bustling settlement is 
its burial chamber. 
Siambar Gladdu 

Tinkinswood (its Welsh 
equivalent) is also known 
as Castell Carreg Llech- 
y-Filiast. 

It is a megalithic struc¬ 
ture made during the 
Neolithic period of our 
history. 

It is an edifice typical 
of structures built in 
Europe, and is called a 
dolman, which has an 
outward appearance of a 
large capstone, and 
smaller stones (made of 
limestone) supporting it. 

The top stone weighs a 
staggering 40 tons, and is 
24 X 14 feet long. 

Its construction would 
have employed around 
200 strong and sturdy 
men to lift it into position 
above the smaller stones, 
and was probably then 
covered with a mound of 
soil. 

It is a long wedge- 
shaped cairn containing a 
rectangular stone cham¬ 
ber, and decorated by a 
horned forecourt with 
dry stone masonry and a 
herringbone pattern. 

The presence of the 
stone-lined pit remains a 
mystery, but it is believed 
that the bodies of the 
dead were left exposed to 
the elements for a short 
time before being 
interred in the chamber 
for a cultured burial. 

Typical of the period, 
soft red Neolithic ware 
and Beaker style pottery 
were buried alongside 
their loved ones in the 
hope of eternal life. 

These burial traditions 
probably carried forward 
into the Bronze Age era. 
Thought to be the largest 
burial chamber in 
Europe, it is situated on a 
sloping valley which 
would have had a desir¬ 
able outcome on village 
life at the time. 

The valley had a 
stream for necessary 
water, good soil for 
growing crops, and suit¬ 
able stone for construct¬ 
ing tombs to give the 
deceased an honourable 
place of rest. 

The site of this amaz¬ 
ing burial chamber was 
excavated in 1914, when 
the remains of 920 
human bones were dis¬ 
covered, scattered 
around. 

The archaeologists 
established that at least 
50 people were buried in 
the chamber from the 
‘New Stoneage’ period in 
our history. Within the 
hollow. Neolithic and 
Bell-Beaker style pottery 
was unearthed, giving 
indications that it was in 
use over a long period of 
time. 

Ceremonial pots were 
buried with loved ones, 
and this type of pottery 
was also unearthed dur¬ 
ing the excavation. 

The Neolithic people 


were thought to have 
been ruthless and would 
deliberately break or give 
away their most treas¬ 
ured possessions, for 
what reason remains 
unknown. 

This theory would 
explain the fragments of 
pottery found in 1914. 

Following the excava¬ 
tion, parts of the site 
were reconstructed, a pil¬ 
lar was inserted for sup¬ 
port, and its outer walls 
re-clad. 

The site is now man¬ 
aged by Cadw, and the 
structure is rated as a 
monumental building 
within the heritage of 
Wales. 

There are many leg¬ 
ends, or even myths, 
rebounding from such 
chambers of an ancient 
era, which include spend¬ 
ing time after nightfall at 
the sinister tomb. 

Performing such a 
vigil would result in that 
person either going rav¬ 
ing mad, be struck dead, 
or emerging as a poet! 

The mound or moun¬ 
tain top and its surround¬ 
ing stones were believed 
to be women who had 
been cast into stone for 
dancing on the Sabbath 
day, a macabre belief 
shrouded in mystery. 

Could this legend be 
the reason for a person’s 
downfall? 

Another legend asso¬ 
ciated with dolmens, the 
Merry Maidens, were 
also known as Dawn’s 
Men. This was not 
linked to the sunrise at 
dawn, but is a version of 
Dans Maen, which 
means Stone Dance in 
Cornish. 

It is a similar legend to 
that of the Merry 


Maidens, as 19 women 
were cast into stone for 
dancing on a Sunday, but 
this tale had pipers play¬ 
ing tunes for the women 
to dance to. 

The two pipers were 
allegedly cast into stone 
too - only they stand in a 
field in the meadow to 
the north-east of the bur¬ 
ial tomb. 

These legends may 
have been initiated by the 
early Christian church, 
whose intention was to 
forbid pagan rituals 
being performed. 

Legend maintains that 
burial tombs of this type 
are cloaked in secrecy, 
magic and myth, and an 
intriguing tale involves 
the shoeing of horses 
around the area of the 
mound. 

These good-natured 
animals would be left 
alone for a short period 
of time, in order for their 
master to prepare for the 
task. 

On his return, the 
horse is said to have been 
mysteriously shod and 
the silver coins of pay¬ 
ment gone. Was this tale 
of foMore linked to fairy 
magic? 

Burial chambers have 
also been known to have 
adopted the name ‘sniv¬ 
elling corner’, as the 
tears of the mourners are 
said to echo through the 
chamber and its stones 
are believed to be weep¬ 
ing. 

Could these tales be 
true, or merely a mass 
figment of imagination 
from ancient times?

T he Glenbrook Inn 

Freehouse and Restaurant 
already has a justifiable 
reputation for its famed Sunday 
lunches - now it has launched a 
new menu which will appeal to its 
seven day a week dining clientele. 

The menu comprises starters, light 
bites, omelette bar, jacket potatoes, 
‘Around The World’ - a cosmopolitan 
selection of dishes from different conti¬ 
nents - traditional pub favourites, 
‘Burgers and Grills’ and ‘vegetarian and 
gluten free’. 

My wife and I visited The Glenbrook 
on a Thursday evening and were served 
by Leigh. 

I’m a fish lover, so for a starter I 
chose the ‘crab cakes’ (£4.75) a blend of 
brown and white crab meat, coated with 
crispy coriander-flavoured breadcrumbs, 
served with a chilli-dip and salad gar¬ 
nish. 

In the past. I’ve steered away from 
crab, suspecting it might be too strong a 
flavour. I was pleasantly surprised 
because it was mild, smooth in texture 
and light and easy on the palate. 

For a starter at £4.25, my wife had the 
chilli chicken strips, served with a sweet 
chilli sauce. She found the chicken nice

and moist and enjoyed the crunchiness 
of the outer coating. It was cooked to 
perfection and not over-done. 

On to the main course - my wife 
plumped for a dish from the enticing 
‘Around the World’ section, which was 
chicken fajitas at a very reasonable 
£5.95. It consisted of spicy chicken, pep¬ 
per and onions with tomato salsa, soured 
cream and guacamole, wrapped in 
flower tortillas. This was also served 
with a good mixed side salad. 

The fajitas were well stuffed with a 
good selection of juicy, spicy chicken. 
The other fillings and tomato salsa really 
brought out the flavour of the chicken. It 
proved a filling and satisfying course, 
hitting just the right note. 

I opted for a dish from the vegetarian 
and gluten free range - sweet potato and 
spinach curry at £7.25. The dish com¬ 
prised sweet potato and spinach in a rich 
coconut sauce, served with rice or chips, 
or half and half. 

This was a lovely curry with the 
coconut sauce giving it a rich, full 
flavour. Tracey, the chef, had excelled 
herself on this one. 

For the desserts I had the ‘flourless 


chocolate torte’, which was luxuriously 
rich and creamy - great for a choco¬ 
holic ! 

My wife had the raspberry and white 
chocolate cheesecake served with sum¬ 
mer fruit compote, and raspberry coulis, 
which she enjoyed very much. Although 
she claims not to have a sweet tooth, she 
even stole part of my torte! The desserts 
were £3.95 and £4.95. 

It meant we had dined at around £15 
per person - excellent value - along 
with generous portions. Leigh provided 
friendly, attentive service throughout. 

For those who want an extra deal, the 
‘Around The World’ section even has an 
offer of two main courses for just £12; 
while the ‘Burgers and Grills’ section 
will offer a selection of certain dishes, 
‘any two for £8’. The pub-restaurant is 
also a freehouse, which means there’s a 
great selection of beers and wines to go 
with your meal. 

The Glenbrook on Dobbins Road, is a 
community-minded pub, providing qual¬ 
ity dishes at affordable prices, and 
deserves its success. 

Dining is highly recommended. It will 
be advisable to book early for those spe¬ 
cial days spanning the Christmas period.

Indeed, the removal of 
the Embassy Bridge 
now makes it impossi¬ 
ble for that traffic to 
return. 

“What I am advocat¬ 
ing is that some very 
modest re-introduction 
of traffic into the town 
centre be permitted. The 
fact that the council had 
to resort to these tactics 
is indicative of their 
increasing desperation 
because their long-cher¬ 
ished policies are not 
working. Bridgend is 
dying on its feet and 
drastic action is needed 
now,” he added.

Peugeot 508 proves 
an impressive drive

A panoramic 
glass roof is 
a necessity. 

Only the other week, I 
tested the Mazda CX-5 
and bemoaned how dark 
the interior was com¬ 
pared to the Nissan 
Qashqai. 

The reason was that 
the Mazda lacked the 
expansive glass roof of 
its competitor making it 
really dull even on a 
bright summer’s day. 

Peugeot, unlike 
Mazda, knows the 
importance of such a 
luxury and has been duly 
incorporating this into its 
designs for sometime. 

The 508SW benefits 
from an expansive 1.62 
sq m tinted glass roof 
(25 per cent larger than 
the one fitted to the 407 
SW). 

It makes such a differ¬ 
ence, especially when 
the sun is beating down 
during the heat wave and 
temperatures regularly 
exceed 30 degrees 
Celsius. 

This roof really does 
transform the passenger 
experience, so much so 
that our two-year-old 
daughter Harriett thor¬ 
oughly enjoys looking 
out of it during a long 
journey to Devon. 

The numerous branch- 
covered roads eventually 
send her to sleep. 

I drove the 508 saloon 
when it was first 


launched and marvelled 
at the high specification 
and its sheer style as you 
can see in the video at 
testdrives.biz. 

But I believe that 
Peugeot has surpassed 
itself with its SW estate 
version. 

Gone are the days of 
ugly estate cars. This is a 
joy to behold. Head on, 
its masculine, purposeful 
and sporty front end is 
enough to make even the 
most hardnosed BMW 
driver pull over when he 
sees it appear in the rear 
view mirror. 

There is no part of its 
design that I can criti¬ 
cise; I even like the 
boot, which is quite an 
achievement for an 
estate car. The pearles- 
cent white paintwork (a 
£655 option) undoubted¬ 
ly adds to its appeal. 

When you’re strug¬ 
gling with two little chil¬ 
dren, the last thing you 
want to do is fiddle 
about trying to find your 
car keys and then have 
to unlock the vehicle. 
With the Peugeot, as 
long as the key is on 
you, it will automatically 
unlock with two pulls of 
a door handle. 

Sumptuous luxury is 
found inside and there’s 
a massive amount of 
room, too. 

The boot swallows 
our tandem pushchair 
and is large enough to 
cope with a week’s 


worth of holiday lug¬ 
gage, although admitted¬ 
ly the security cover has 
to be left at home 
because the pushchair is 
too large to pull it over. 

The two girls have 
bags of room in the 
back, which is just as 
well because the floor 
provides added luggage 
space. 

A driver couldn’t be 
happier really. They are 
provided with an electri¬ 
cally adjustable seat 
complete with massage 
function, for those par¬ 
ticularly stressful jour¬ 
neys. 

Needless to say it 
comes in very handy 
when we are confronted 
with an hour-long tail¬ 
back due to a major road 
traffic accident. 

The blistering temper¬ 
atures require the quad 
air conditioning (front 
and back of the car - 
with controls for rear 
passengers - a £310 
option with the rear sun- 


blinds) to be on for the 
duration of our week 
together. We find it to be 
effective and equally as 
important, efficient. 

It doesn’t noticeably 
affect the fuel economy 
as we are able to travel 
nigh on 600 miles on the 
tank. 

This is pretty impres¬ 
sive for a 2.2-litre 
200bhp diesel. 

Cruise control, a 
speed limiter and a 
smooth six-speed auto¬ 
matic gearbox all con¬ 
tribute to its average 
47.8mpg reading.
